“Soviet Russia was established by 
labourers and farmers. Being afraid 
that this knowledge, once spread, 
would lead to the setting up of more 
Soviet countries, the capitalists who 
are in power have spread rumours 
to cheat the two classes,” it con- 
tinues. “The capitalists feel that 
the existence of Soviet Russia is a 
great danger to them.” 

“Capitalists have been telling the 
public that the Communists can only 
destroy, but not construct,” it states 
in another place.
